Saskatchewan Leniency 


As a general thing, the magistrates ;

In Regina, for example, a man 
from Alberta was sent to a correctional 
institution for two months on four, 
charges of poiisession of stolen goods.

~~ How Much TV Can-We Afford? 


New directions for broadcasting, especially 
télevision, are to come with the report of the 
Fowler Committee in September. 

, Whatever these may be, the most signifi- 
cant TV development for the future is under 
way in Ontario. The, commoqaenogn for national 
broadcasting, particularly ‘for the CBC, are 
inescapable. 

In my opinion, what the Hon. Bill Davis, 
minister of education, has under way repre- 
sents the beginning of the. end of the CBC as 
we know it. 

On June 2, Mr, Davis announced his: inten- 
tions on educational television (ETV) to the 
provincial pariiament.--Subsequent comment 
was favorable and officials of Ontario depart- 
ment of education are now going ahead with 
plans which involve a network of TV stations 
in Ontario, owned and staffed by the depart- 
ment or an. agency of it, and broadcasting 
from morning through “prime tiene’ at night 
on its own channels. 

By the beginning of "67 the first dani in 
Toronto should be broadcasting. 

The educationists in Ontario have decided 
that it is no longer enowh to have the minor 
amount of educational programming possible 
through the use of CBC and private stations’ 
facilities during nonprime hours. Most of this 
Programming was prepared in. consultation 
with educational officials by unofficial agen- 
cies, 

But as Mr, Davis put it: “It is impossible 
for independent programming bodies to 
meet all requirements because of the nature of 
their organizations."

Until the new slations and network are in 
operation the Ontario department plans to initi- 
aie production and distribution through. exist- 
ing stations. The programming will include 
guidance, teacher instriction and basic in- 
struction in subject areas where there is a 
shortage of teachers or a lack of equipment 
and resources.

There have been indications that Quebec 
and several other provinces are developing 
ETV plans of their own. It is readily apparent 
that one provincial system will stimulate 
others. 

The Davis conception of ETV is not in con- 
flict with any broadcasting concepts in exist- 
ence with the CBC, CTV and the independent 
private stations.

reom situation. It will inform parents of edu- 
cational aims and subject disciplines. It will 
not seek a mass audience and one cannot see 
it as any threat to the ratings of commercial 
Stations and networks. 

However, it will provide a full day's pro- 
gramming of a unique kind and be available to 
most viewers. It will enlist many of the best 
people now in broadcasting. It will be expen- 
sive, repeat expensive, and take an increasing 
share in the years- ahead of the public revenue 
in Ontario, and one presumes, in other prov- 
inces. 

It is here that the predicament of the CBC 
comes into view. The CBC has been exceed- 
ingly cautious in educational television, always 
conscious, like most federal politicians, that 
education has“been a sacred provincial right 
about which Quebec, in particular, is very 
touchy. The CBC has been proud of its ‘‘bal- 
anced programming,’’ designed to entertain, 
inform and educate. But it has not found a 
genuine place for itself in ETV. Now it is 
too late.

The CBC is into commercial broadcasting 
and makes $50 million advertising revenue a 
year. It is into the public purse for more than 
$80 million a year. Its projected spending lines 
go -up,_particularly since it seems to wish to 
cut back on commercial income. 

A taxpayer in Ontario is also a taxpayer 
in Canada, Given the existence of private TV 
over most of Canada; given the ETV develop- 
ments in’ Ontario, its high costs, and similar 
developments in other provinces such as Que- 
bec; given the present trend of power and in- 
stitutions towards the provinces and out of the 
Aederal hands, it‘seems to me that the familiar 
question for politicians is going to be much 
more sharply put: why do we need the CBC

It's expensive. The private stations can 
bring us the entertainment and sports.

If the Fowler Committee recommends, as 
some of us anticipate, that quality in program- 
ming is more important than nationality (i.¢.

A WOMAN‘S

A mink-coated woman in a nudist. camp 
couldn't feel more out of place than my feet in 
their unwanted casings: of nylon stockings and 
high-heeled shoes! 

For twe weeks they’ve wiggled in sun-tanned contentment

A little miffed, we made the return trip to the lodge next 
morning and have been grateful ever since that we did 
: There, in broad daylight, our hosts were mortified to 
find that the “three Eskimos" of the night before were nothing 
more terrifying than a sun-blackened women's editor, her 
husband, George, and daughter, Nan. , 

From then on, Al and Joan Drummond did their best to 
erase the evening's mistake. Not that this was difficult, they 
run their lodge in a delightfully friendly manner that suits 
the homey atmosphere of the rambiing house that was 
erected in 1873. 

Joan says, “We bought it in March, 1960. We took one 
look at the house and thought it Jooked so unloved that we 
simply had to do something about it.”’ 

Our timing was perfect. That night was the date of the 
annual Old Timers’ Dance at the community hall. In com- 
pany with other its at the lodge we joined the islanders in 
their annual frolic. 

Although the island boasts only 150 permanent residents, 
the dance seemed to have drawn them all, and an extra 100 
for good measure, Kay Carpenter, head of the community 
association that runs it, figures that 200 sat down to the meal 
that preceded the evening's fun. : j 

What a meal it was! Mounds of turkey, ham, cold cuts, 
liberally augmented with salads and accented with iron pots 
of chili con carne and other dishes had been prepared by the 
Mayne Island women. 

Everyone ate so much you'd have thought that square 
dancing would have been an impossibility. But dance we did, 
do-se-doing with zest to the lusty calls of Lioyd Wooden. Before 
this, we'd tapped our feet to the beut of songs by islander 
Eric Forth. A former high school teacher from Burnaby, 
Erie fell in love in Mayne Island, gave up teaching “for 
the simple life and a chance to work up a tomato farm.” 

In our party from the lodge were four other Victorians, 
Percy Weston, Dr. Bob Fortye, Dr. Alec Sinclair and. Dr.
